Of  the  December  31,  1948  bank  balance  of  $406.91  it  is 
estimated  that  bills  payable  and  other  commitments  will  total 
approximately  two  hundred  (200.00)  dollars,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance of  about  the  same  amount  for  (a)  finishing  the  water 
hole,  emergencies,  and  a  sinking  fund  for  the  purchase  of 
needed  equipment. 

This  item  of  the  sinking  fund  has  not  been  possible  up  to 
this  year,  due  to  lack  of  funds.  The  appropriation  of  $150.00 
for  a  water  hole  was  cut  to  $50.00  when  it  was  found  more 
feasible  to  rock  up  the  opening — rather  than  to  cement  it. 
This  releases  that  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00) 
for  whatever  purpose  the  department  deems  fitting,  includ- 
ing, of  course,  the  possibility  of  the  sinking  fund  discussed 
at  various  times. 

As  shown,  there  have  been  various  contributions  made  by 
the  summer  residents  toward  the   support  of  the  Depart- 
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ment.  It  is  further  expected  that  similar  contributions  will 
be  received  from  those  who  care  to  have  the  Department 
burn  such  fire  hazards  as  long  grass  or  brush.  The  Secr< 
has  been  authorized  to  offer  this  sort  of  service  to  those  who 
wish  it.  One  payment  of  thirty  dollars  is  expected  from  such 
work,  as  the  first  of  what  we  hope  to  be  many.  It  is  of 
course  a  condition  of  the  work  that  there  be  sufficient  water 
immediately  available  for  proper  control.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush 
and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  pro- 
tection in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equall- 
ing at  times  those  of  1947  when  great  losses  were  suffered 
in  New  Hampshire  and  New  England,  fire  damage  and  loss 
this  year  have  been  gratifying  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people,  we  can 
hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  re- 
member that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused 
by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these  man-caused  fires  are 
preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for 
many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists 
who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  be- 
fore. We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires  which  might 
occur  but,  above  all,  pevention  by  everyone  is  the  greatest 
need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help, 
as  follows : 

( 1 )  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  cov- 
ered with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  to- 
bacco before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In 
automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go 
far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  cooperation 
in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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Fire  Departments  of  the  Towns 

An  Ordinance  Providing  for  Fire  Prevention  and  Protection 
in  Connection  with  Hazardous  Materials  and  Processes. 

Section  1 — Authority  to  Enter  Premises.  The  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  or  any  member  of  fire  department  des- 
ignated by  him  as  an  inspector  may  with  the  permission  of 
the  occupant,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  enter  any  building  or 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  inspection,  which 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  he  or  they  deem 
necessary  to  be  made. 

Section  2 — Inspection  of  Premises.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  to  inspect  or  cause  to 
be  inspected  by  fire  officers  or  members,  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  and  causing  to  be 
corrected  any  condition  liable  to  cause  fire,  or  any  violations 
of  the  provisions  or  intent  of  any  ordinance  affecting  the 
fire  hazard. 

Section  3 — Whenever  any  such  officer  or  member  shall 
find  in  any  building  or  upon  any  premises  or  other  place, 
combustable  or  explosive  matter  or  unnecessary  accumula- 
tion of  waste  paper,  boxes,  shavings  or  any  highly  flamma- 
ble materials,  and  so  situated  as  to  endanger  property,  or 
shall  find  obstructions  to  or  on  fire  escapes,  stairs,  passage- 
ways, doors  or  windows,  liable  to  interfere  with  the  opera7 
tion  of  the  fire  department,  or  egress  cf  occupants,  in  case  of 
fire,  he  shall  order  the  same  to  be  removed  or  remedied. 

Section  4 — Hot  Ashes  and  Other  Dangerous  Materials : 
Ashes,  smouldering  coals  or  embers,  greasy  or  oily  sub- 
stances and  other  matter  liable  to  spontaneous  ignition  shall 
not  be  deposited  or  allowed  to  remain  within  ten  feet  of  anv 
combustable  materials,  except  in  metal  or  other  non-com- 
bustable  receptacles.     Such   receptables  shall  be  placed   on 
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non-combustable  -lands,  unless  resting  on  a  non-combustable 
floor  or  on  the  ground  outside  the  biulding,  and  shall  be  kept 
at  least  two  feet  away  from  any  combustable  wall  or  parti- 
tion. 

Section  5 — Accumulation  of  Combustable  Materials:  No 
person  shall  permit  to  remain  upon  any  roof  or  in  any  court, 
yard,  vacant  lot  or  open  space,  any  accumulation  of  waste 
paper,  hay,  grass,  straw,  weeds,  letters,  or  combustable  or 
flammable  waste  or  rubbish  of  any  kind. 

Section  6 — Electrical  Installations :  All  electrical  wiring, 
apparatus  or  appliances  for  furnishing  light,  heat  or  power 
shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  approved  methods  and 
practices  for  safety  to  life  and  property.  Compliance  with 
the  National  Electrical  Code,  as  published  by  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  such  approved  methods. 

Section  7 — Chimneys  and  Flues:  All  chimneys  and  flues 
that  are  in  use  for  the  purpose  of  heating,  cooking,  etc.. 
shall  be  built  of  approved  materials  and  in  safe  condition.

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible,  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
verified  and  classification  of  accounts  noted. 


General  Comments 
Current  Deficit: 

The  balance  sheet  of  December  31,  1947,  (Exhibit  A) 
discloses  a  current  deficit  of  $18,790.21,  as  compared  to  a 
deficit  of  $12,503.54  as  of  December  31,  1946.  This  is  in- 
dicated herewith  :

In  explanation  of  the  term  "current  liabilities",  it  may  be 
stated  that  these  consisted  of  "accounts  payable",  "appro- 
priation balance  and  dog  licenses  due  the  School  District" 
and  "outstanding  temporary  loans". 

To  remain  in  sound  financial  condition  a  town  should  at 
all  times  have  sufficient  "assets"  to  meet  its  "current  liabili- 
ties". The  factor  chiefly  responsible  for  a  town  befog  in  a 
deficit  position  is  the  accumulation  of  annual  budget  deficits 
resulting  from  appropriation  overdrafts.  This  condition  can 
be  remedied  only  by  more  careful  budget  preparation  and 
closer  adherance  to  the  appropriations  which  are  authorized. 

Outstanding  Temporary  Loans: 

Temporary  Loans  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  last  three 
years  were  as  follows : 

December  31,  1945  $9,500.00 

December  31,  1946  13,000.00 

December  31,  1947  21,500.00 

It  will  be  noted  that  outstanding  loans  increased  by  $8,500.00 
in  the  last  year  and  by  $12,000.00  in  the  last  two  years. 

As  heretofore  stated  the  total  "current  liabilities"  of  the 
Town,  as  of  December  31,  1947,  were  $18,790.21  in  excess 
of  the  total  "assets".  Consequently  practically  the  whole 
amount  of  the  outstanding  temporary  loans  on  that  date, 
$21,500.00,  will  eventually  have  to  be  paid  by  future  appro- 
priations. 
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It  is  therefore  recommended  that  authorization  be  ob- 
tained at  the  next  legislative  session  to  refund  this  indebted- 
ness by  the  issuance  of  seriau  notes  or  bonds  which  would 
provide  for  its  ultimate  liquidation. 

Road  Agent's  Payrolls: 

Road  Agent's  payrolls  which  are  filed  with  the  Selectmen'* 
vouchers  should  either  contain  (1)  signatures  of  individual 
employees  thereon,  or  (2)  Road  Agent's  checks  to  em- 
ployees, which  are  endorsed  and  cancelled  by  bank,  attached 
thereto.  This  evidence  of  payments  made  to  highway  em- 
ployees by  the  Road  Agent  should  be  on  file  in  the  Select- 
men's records  to  support  vouchers  issued  to  the  Road  Agent. 

Abatements: 

All  abatements  should  be  authorized  by  the  Selectmen  and 
made  out  on  the  regulation  abatement  forms. 
Tax  Collector's  Cash  Book  and  Record  of  Tax  Sales: 

The  Tax  Collector  upon  our  recommendation  has  adopted 
the  use  of  the  standard  form  of  cash  book  and  tax  sale 
record  book. 

Conclusion  : 

The  acounts  of  all  town  officials  which  we  examined  were 
found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure,  with 
exceptions  as  herein  noted,  conformed  to  the  uniform  meth- 
ods prescribed  by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of 
1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 
This  letter  of  transmittal  should  he  included  in  its  entirety 
hut  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Hoard,  Parents  ami  Voters: 

During  World  War  II,  we  often  thought  conditions  were 
difficult  hut  that  they  would  be  relieved  at  the  cessation  of 
hostilities.  We  did  not  foresee  that  we  would  continue  to 
live  in  an  atmosphere  of  national  anxiety,  armed,  conducting 
a  "cold  war",  and  that  conditions  would  become  more  per- 
plexing each  year  as  tensions  distress  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  As  the  ''atomic  age"  is  being  ushered  in,  we  desire  its 
princely  benefits,  not  its  pauperizing  effects.  In  the  midst 
of  national  buffeting  in  world  currents,  the  schools  stand  as 
shrines  of  cultural  enrichment  and  as  temples  for  further 
enlightenment. 

As  places  for  learning  and  as  workshops  for  practice  in 
group  living,  the  schools  should  advance  with  the  times  ;  they 
should  not  stay  static,  much  less  retrogress.  The  higher 
birth  rates  are  being  reflected  in  the  enrollment  of  youngsters. 
In  increasing  numbers,  children  will  enter  the  schoodhouse 
doors.  In  four  or  five  years,  school  rooms  may  be  needed  for 
50%  more  primary  pupils  than  are  now  enrolled.  Where  2 
first-year  pupils  attend  now,  we  may  soon  have  3.  This 
prospect  gives  sufficient  warning  to  districts,  school  boards 
and  voters  to  provide  more  school  rooms  soon. 

We  have  yet  to  heed  the  signs  of  building  needs 
in  the  near  future !     What  facilities  do  we  need  ? 

Psychologists  have  been  studying  the  reactions  of  children 
for  years.  Their  preliminary  findings  have  been  published 
in  numerous  writings  and  new  phases  are  being  reported 
frequently.  Schools  in  some  sections  of  the  country  are  or- 
ganized to  recognize  the  physical  and  emotional  make-up  of 
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children.  The  younger  the  school  child  the  more  space  he 
needs — space  for  play,  space  for  rest,  and  space  for  school 
activities.  The  span  of  attention  of  little  children  is  short 
so  a  dozen  to  twenty  are  assigned  to  one  teacher.  Small 
youngsters  need  to  be  shown  patience,  love,  encouragement, 
understanding,  assistance,  and  guidance,  so  teacher-  with 
temperaments  peculiarly  suited  to  this  work  should  be 
trained  and  employed.  The  influence  on  pupils  of  right 
teachers  is  great,  carrying  its  effect  throughout  one's  lifetime. 

We  have  yet  to  make  use  of  our  full  knowledge 
of  child  psychology  in  our  provisions  for  teaching 
small  children.  What  are  the  elements  of  a  mod- 
ern elementary  program  ? 

There  is  a  dearth  of  trained,  experienced,  and  skillful 
persons  for  successfully  teaching  children  in  their  early 
years  of  school.  The  proper  type  of  teacher  is  in  great 
demand.  Our  children  need  the  best  teachers  so  we  must 
compete  in  the  salary  market  to  hire  and  retain  them. 

We  have  yet  to  provide  sufficient  teachers  with 
the  "know-how"  to  deal  with  little  tots.  How  can 
we  procure  teachers  to  conduct  a  modern  primary 
school  program  ? 

( )ur  older  boys  and  girls,  those  in  high  school,  are  to  earn 
their  living  in  an  "atomic  age".  If  they  are  to  be  partners 
with  their  neighbors  in  government,  preserving  freedom  of 
choice  and  initiative,  they  must  be  schooled  in  the  ways  of 
democracy  and  practice  them  daily  in  group  living.  For 
adolescents — teen-agers — the  years  ahead  appear  to  be  tilled 
with  great  responsibilities  and  grave  dangers.  The  high 
School  program  can  be  adjusted  to  help  maturing  young  men 
and   women  govern   themselves   without   dictators,   to   earn 

their  liying  without  doles,  to  rear  their  families  without  sub- 
sidies, and  to  share  the  blessings  of  liberty  and  worship  in 
harmony  with  their  neighbors  around  the  world. 
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We  have  yet  to  fully  reorganize  our  offerings  in 

secondary  schools  so  youths  approaching  maturity 
may  cope  with  life's  responsibilities.  What  arc  the 
essentials  in  a  modern  high  school  program? 

In  the  succeeding  pages  of  this  report,  you  will  find  re- 
corded some  information  about  the  buildings  and  equipment, 
the  care  and  use  of  school  district  property,  the  pupils  en- 
rolled and  the  teachers  employed,  and  the  financial  support 
and  obligations.  Any  successes  indicated  are  the  outcomes 
of  our  mutual  interest  and  joint  efforts.  Any  discourage- 
ments mentioned  are  the  obstacles  which  temporarily  impede 
our  advance,  but  hindrances  must  be  removed  so  boys  and 
girls  can  be  the  immediate  beneficiaries. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 
Central  School  Plant 

People  from  large  centers  frequently  purchase  places  in 
the  country  as  permanent  homes.  They  often  seek  these 
new  homes  where  the  roads  and  the  schools  are  adequate, 
and  choose  locations  where  they  believe  their  children  will 
obtain  an  education  which  will  fit  them,  as  adults,  to  cope 
with  the  problems  of  living. 

A  central  school  can  provide  many  of  the  facilities  and 
the  services  that  are  commonly  associated  with  good  modern 
education.  Within  a  decade,  regional  schools  may  be  quite 
generally  accepted,  serving  the  children  and  the  people  in 
natural  trading  areas. 

In  lieu  of  a  central  plant,  two  possibilities  have  been  con- 
sidered. 

1.  There  has  been  some  thought  given  to  improvising 
classrooms  from  available  structures.  In  February  1948,  an 
inspection  of  150  War  Assets  buildings  at  Camp  Myles 
Standish,  Taunton,  Massachusetts,  and  6  at  Westerly,  R.  I., 
Air  Field,  was  made  to  determine  their  suitability  for  school 

93 


use.  At  the  latter  place,  three  structures  were  found  which 
could  be  utilized  had  they  been  located  where  the  cost  of 
dismantling  and  moving  would  have  justified  that  course. 
Meanwhile,  we  can  turn  to  the  second  alternative. 

2.  By  remodeling  the  Corner  School  and  the  Iron  Works 
School,  it  would  he  possible  to  make  primary  rooms,  large 
and  light,  comfortable  and  sanitary,  for  those  pupils  whose 
ages  range  from  six  years  to  twelve  years.  The  boys  and 
girls  who  are  enrolled  in  the  upper  years  could  be  transport- 
ed with  high  school  pupils  to  some  six-year  high  school, 
Alton,  Belmont.  Laconia,  and  Pittsfield. 

Information   for  Building  Committee 

The  Building  Committee  of  which  Mr.  Henry  F.  Jam< 
Chairman,  requested  the  School  Hoard  to  furnish  an  outline 
which  might  serve  as  a  guide  in  considering  plans  for  a  single 
school   structure  in  Gilmanton.     The  suggestions  included: 

1.  Four  large,  well-equipped  classrooms,  with  chance  for 
the  addition  of  more  classrooms  if  needed.  Classroom  for 
primary  pupils  larger  than  the  others,  or  divided,  a  class- 
room with  one  or  two  alcoves,  work  and  rest  spaces. 

2.  Central  healing  system,  janitor's  quarters. 

3.  Space  for  storage  of  fuel  and  school  materials. 

4.  Water  supply  adequate  for  operation  of  modern  toilets 
and  kitchen  demands. 

5.  Rooms  for  boys'  and  girls'  practical  arts  work. 

6.  I  Iealth  rooms 

a.  Physical  examinations 

b.  Rest  rooms 
C.      Kitchen 

d.      Lunch 

7.  Modern  means  of  sewage  and  waste  disposal. 
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8.  Reference  library  quarters  and  visual  instruction 
library. 

9.  Community  room  with  stage,  facilities  for  music  and 

visual  instruction. 

10.  Radio  installations  in  rooms,  record  player,  tape  re- 
corder. 

11.  Playground  space,  6-8  acres  of  level  land,  woven  wire 
fence. 

Repairs  and  Changes 
Corner  School 

During  the  summer,  three  rooms  were  redecorated  in  at- 
tractive colors,  and  the  desk  tops  refinished.  The  P.T.A. 
paid  for  painting  the  corridor  lunchroom.  Fluorescent  lights 
were  installed  in  two  of  the  rooms  and  new  curtains  were 
placed  in  one.  The  whole  building  was  given  a  thorough 
cleaning  and  its  interior  presents  a  neat  appearance.  Im- 
proved surroundings  encourage  pupils  to  take  greater  in- 
terest in  school  activities. 

During  the  late  fall,  the  hot  air  furnace  was  overhauled, 
pipes  were  changed  or  replaced,  and  a  blower  was  installed 
in  an  attempt  to  make  this  old  unit  furnish  adequate  heat  for 
three  classrooms  and  the  corridor  lunch  room. 

Volunteers — Corner  School 

Some  of  the  improvements  at  the  Corner  School  would 
have  been  impossible  without  the  free  labor  of  many  per- 
sons. Several  of  the  men  interested  in  youngsters  gave 
many  hours  of  their  own  time  to  change  the  heating  equip- 
ment to  clean  the  cellar,  and  to  make  the  school  plant  more 
serviceable  to  all. 

This  sort  of  community  spirit  and  community  interest 
makes  possible  needed  improvements  in  schools.  It  is  the 
present-day  version  of  the  spirit  of  the  pioneers  who  settled 
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small  town-  in  New  1  lamp-hire  years  ago.  If  this  attitude 
could  prevail  in  all  parts  of  Gilmanton  it  would  he  only  a 
-hort  while  before  there  would  he  a  united  stand  on  com- 
munity welfare.  Everyone  would  benefit  from  getting  to- 
gether, in  doing  thing-  with  their  neighbors  which  would 
help  the  town.  One  segment  can  never  succeed  alone  in 
securing  the  improvements  in  education  which  all  desire. 
United  effort,  all  working  together,  can  produce  the  results 
desired  by  many. 

The  parents  at  the  Corner  School  have  demonstrated  what 
good  can  be  accomplished  when  all  work  unselfishly  on  the 
same  project.  The  Corner  School  begins  to  show  the  effects 
of  the  interest  of  adults  in  children.  Thanks  are  due  many 
for  their  endeavors  in  improving  school  property,  and  to 
King  Little  for  the  flagpole.

Kelley  Corner  School 

Members  of  the  Community  Club  in  Lo-wer  Gilmanton 
shingled  the  roof  of  the  Kelley  Corner  School  and  made 
other  repairs.  The  School  District  furnished  some  of  the 
materials.     The  labor  was  wholly  volunteer. 

The  Kelley  Corner  School  Building  can  serve  as  a  neigh- 
borhood meeting  place  for  residents  of  Lower  Gilmanton. 
A  long-term  lease  would  permit  it  to  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose and  allow  the  Club  to  make  desired  alterations. 

Iron  Works  School  and  Town  Hall  Dining  Room 

In  the  Town  llall  dining  room,  twenty-five  movable  school 
desks  and  chairs  were  placed,  releasing  the  old,  fixed  ones  on 
skids  which  had  been  borrowed  from  a  neighboring  school 
district. 

The  pupils  redecorated  the  dining  room  and  added  pretty 
green  curtains.  Though  the  work  space  i>  small,  it  i>  attrac- 
tive and  reflects  the  interesl  of  those  who  spend  their  school 
days  there. 
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Toilets 

During  the  spring  and  summer,  some  improvements  were 

attempted  in  the  toilet  facilities  at  the  schools  but  the  real 
improvement  in  sanitary  conditions  must  await  the  installa- 
tion of  an  adequate  water  simply.  At  the  Corner,  a  emu 
mittee  of  parents  has  been  striving  to  obtain  running  water 
from  a  source  on  adjacent  property.  However,  the  solution 
probably  lies  in  drilling  an  artesian  well,  towards  which  the 
Corner  P.T.A.  has  already  voted  an  initial  amount.

Exercises  designed  to  show  our  boys  and  girls  values  in 
our  way  of  life  were  conducted  in  the  schools  by  representa- 
tives of  the  American  Legion,  Col.  Harry  W.  Besse  and 
Commander  R.  B.  Bristol,  in  Memorial  week.  These  were 
very  impressive.  It  is  well  for  us  periodically  to  halt  the 
rapid  pace  we  run  in  Life's  activities,  pause  to  remember  our 
debt  to  our  loved  ones  who  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice,  and 
to  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  our  country's  service.  We  have 
a  great  heritage  which  requires  vigilance  and  support  for  its 
retention.

Transportation  I  nder  Two  Miles 

The    School    Board    is    frequently    requested    to    furnish 

transportation  for  those  pupils  whose  homo  are  located  1  ■■-- 
than  two  miles  from  the  school  to  which  the}-  are  assigned. 
The  general  practice  of  the  School  Department  has  been  to 
carry  pupils  so  located  if  a  school  bus  travels  near  the  home 
and  sufficient  seating  space  remains.  In  the  absence  of  seats, 
pupils  living  less  than  two  miles  from  school  have  been  asked 
to  walk.  In  one  instance,  during  the  period  of  construction 
of  the  road  between  the  Corner  and  Iron  Works,  the  School 
Board  paid  transportation  charges  for  a  pupil  living  less 
than  two  miles  because  he  had  to  walk  through  hazardous 
road  conditions.  This  year  a  doctor  recommended  trans- 
portation of  a  child  in  poor  health. 

The  School  Board  may  furnish  transportation  to  any 
pupil  if  the  district  will  provide  the  money.  An  Article  in 
the  School  Warrant  to  appropriate  needed  funds  for  this 
purpose  might  receive  favorable  support. 

Transporters 

Temporary  changes  in  the  school  transportation  system  at 
the  Iron  Works  were  made  early  last  September  when  one 
contract  was  discontinued.  Since  then,  an  agreement  has 
been  made  with  Nelson's  Auto  Service  to  operate  the  District- 
owned  bus  over  two  routes  (Crystal  Lake-Guinea  Ridge, 
and  Page  Hill-Poverty  Corner)  at  a  rate  of  $4.50  per  school 
day,  which  includes  the  usual  care  and  maintenance  of  the 
bus.  Pupils  from  the  Potter  District  are  being  transported 
in  a  car  on  a  day-by-day  understanding. 
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At  the  Corner,  lVIr.  Charles  I'.  Litle  gives  very  satisfac- 
tory   and    economical    service    in    his    privately-owned    bus. 

When  the  bus  was  purchased  ;ihout  two  years  ago,  Mr. 
Little  secured  one  of  larger  capacity  than  was  then  needed 
to  carry  the  pupils  on  his  route.  Since  then,  inure  pupils 
have  moved  to  Gilmanton  and  the  bus  takes  on  a  full  load. 
If  still  more  pupils  require  transportation  by  Mr.  Little,  it 
will  be  only  fair  for  the  Board  to  ask  him  to  accept  a  new 
contract  at  a  higher  rate  if  he  will  purchase  a  still  larger  bus, 
or  furnish  one  large  and  one  small  bus  on  the  present  Loon 
Pond-Lower  Gilmanton  route,  or  have  him  operate  a  Dis- 
trict-owned conveyance.  School  transportation  service  that 
is  safe,  economical,  and  dependable  should  be  rewarded  by 
recognizing  its  value,  in  a  new  contract  covering  a  period 
of  years. 

District  Ownership  of  Buses 

Gilmanton  has  used  District-ownership  of  a  school  bus 
as  one  means  of  reducing  school  expenses.  Within  the  last 
month,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  through  the  Office  of 
the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  has  offered  to  use  State  credit 
to  buy  school  buses  in  quantity  and  sell  them  at  cost  to  school 
districts.  The  next  logical  step  in  this  program  may  be  for 
the  State  to  furnish  accident  liability  protection  to  school 
districts  through  a  sort  of  insurance  pool.  State  financial 
backing  can  lower  school  transportation  expenses  by  pur- 
chasing school  buses  at  wholesale,  covering  accident  liability 
eventually,  giving  free  registration,  relating  gasoline  taxes, 
and  offering  quantity  rates  on  purchases  of  tires  and  oil. 
When  all  factors  are  considered,  the  school  district  may 
decide  at  some  future  date  to  use  these  means  to  lower  ex- 
penses of  school  transportation. 

Health  Program 

The  Health  Program  in  Gilmanton  schools  is  limited  to 
the  efforts  of  parents,  teachers,  and  school  nurse.     In  some 
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of  the  schools  in  this  section  of  New  Hampshire,  the  health 
program  approaches  the  ideal,  and  includes  such  points  as : 

1.  Indoor  and  outdoor  organized  play  activities  taught 
and  practiced  in  classrooms,  playgrounds,  and  activity 
rooms ; 

2.  Rest  after  meals,  periods  of  quiet,  soft  music,  story- 
reading  for  the  smallest  pupils  ; 

3.  School  lunches  to  supplement  home  meals,  milk  or 
small  lunch  in  mid-morning,  lunches  at  noon  which 
furnish  1/3  to  y*  of  the  daily  food  requirements,  and 
which  encourage  the  use  of  vegetables,  milk  and  nutri- 
tious foods ; 

4.  Control  of  communicable  diseases  through  inspections 
of  hands,  face,  and  skin  each  morning ;  notice  taken  of 
physical  condition  and  report  of  unusual  appearances 
to  the  nurse ; 

5.  Annual  physical  examination  by  a  doctor  with  pupil 
undressed ; 

6.  Correction  of  physical  defects  through  clinics  or  cor- 
rective exercises ; 

7.  Improvement  of  mental  health,  use  of  psychiatric 
measurements,  development  of  poise  and  balanced 
personalities. 

Gilmanton  pupils  may  be  benefited  by  a  better  health  pro- 
gram when  the  pupils  come  to  a  central  school. 

Nurse's  Report 
The  School  Nurse's  report  for  this  fall  shows : 

1.  Pupils  weighed  and  measured. 

2.  Pupils -inspected  by  nurse  (No  doctor's  examination). 

3.  Visual  acuity  tests  and  audiometer  tests  to  all. 
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4.  Toxoid  treatments  to  a  few. 

5.  Dental  inspections  by  nurse. 

6.  Tuberculosis  patch  tests  to  none. 

7.  Dental   Clinic — see    Dental   Mobile. 

Dental  Mobile — Fluorine  Treatment  to  Teeth 

The  State  Board  of  Health's  dental  mobile,  carrying  a 
dentist  and  a  hygienist  in  its  January  itinerary,  makes  pos- 
sible the  Fluorine  Treatment  for  the  teeth  of  elementary 
pupils  in  Gilmanton.  Dental  experts  claim  that  FOUR  ap- 
plications of  a  solution  of  sodium  fluoride  to  the  teeth  FOUR 
times  during  the  school  life  of  a  child  offer  FORTY  PER 
CENT  PROTECTION  against  tooth  decay.  After  these 
treatments,  boys  and  girls  should  have  fewer  cavities  and 
less  expense  for  dental  work. 

The  trailer  arrived  on  Tuesday,  January  4,  1949  and  the 
work  was  completed  on  Tuesday,  January  11.  Dental  cards 
were  kept  by  the  workers  and  parents  were  informed  of 
defects.  Except  for  board  and  room  for  the  personnel,  the 
expense  of  the  entire  program  was  paid  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health.  Hygienist's  board  and  room  during  the  period 
cost  the  Red  Cross  $15.80.  Dr.  Shohan's  transportation  to 
his  home  in  Laconia  was  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
his  noon  meal  was  provided  through  the  school  program, 
and  his  other  meals  totalled  $10.45,  paid  by  the  Gilmanton 
Red  Cross.     Miss  O'Brien  was  hygienist. 

At  the  Corner,  the  work  was  done  in  the  building  with 
portable  equipment.  The  School  Nurse  assisted.  50  chil- 
dren had  inspection,  prophylaxis  and  fluorine  treatments. 
5  treatments  were  incomplete  because  of  absences.  In  classi- 
fication of  dental  defects,  the  children  at  the  Corner  School 
are  in  great  need  of  treatments.  Only  one  child  was  classi- 
fied as  not  needing  cavities  filled. 

At  the  Iron  Works,  46  children  were  inspected  and  fluorine 
treatments  administered  after  prophylaxis.     The  trailer  was 
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kept  at  the  [ron  Works  to  save  valuable  time  in  the  itinerary 
of  the  dental  mobile. 

Schools  fur  Pupils  in  Croup  Living 

Present-day  thinking  about  schools  indicates  that: 

"Classrooms  arc  laboratories  in  group  living." 

"The  old  idea  of  the  classroom  as  a  filling  station  where 
the  teacher  simply  connects  the  tank  of  knowledge  with  the 
tank  in  the  child's  mind  is  on  the  way  out." 

"Teaching  is  something  more  than  pouring  from  the  big 
jug  into  the  little  mug." 

Now  there  is  "less  emphasis  on  competitive  activities,  and 
more  stress  on  cooperative  ones." 

"It  takes  all  kinds  of  people  to  make  the  world  go  round. 
Schools  should  have  well-rounded  programs  through  which 
every  child  can  feel  needed  and  can  experience  some  degree 
of  sucess.     Don't  put  a  premium  on  'brain  work'  alone." 

State  Department  of  Education  Survey 

In  November  1948.  Gilmanton  submitted  a  report  as  a 
part  of  a  survey  of  school  building  needs,  conducted  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  In  this,  two  schools  were 
classed  as  about  30%  overcrowded  according  to  standards  of 
modern  schools. 

The  following  building  deficiencies  were  checked  on  the 
list  as  "lacking":  Gymnasium,  locker  room,  shower  facili- 
ties, cafeteria,  library,  auditorium,  music  rooms,  practical 
arts  rooms,  drinking  supply.  Items  checked  as  "inadequate" 
were:  Toilet  facilities,  instructional  equipment,  heating, 
classroom  furniture,  lighting,  and  playground. 

If  Gilmanton  residents  could  honestly  judge  their  school 
buildings  and  grounds  in  the  light  of  present-day  needs  for 
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elementary  pupils,  they   would  SOOn  unite  and,  in  a  common 

endeavor,  earnestly  strive  to  provide  equipment,  plant,  play- 
ground, and  facilities  for  a  modern  elementary  school 
program. 

School  Lunch  Programs 

A  school  lunch  program  provides  nourishing  foods  to 
pupils.  Applications  for  Federally-aided  school  lunch  pro- 
gram were  made  in  August  for  an  allotment  of  funds  to  op- 
erate "Type  A"  plans  at  the  Corner  and  Iron  Works.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  B.  Rusk  and  Mrs.  Florence  M.  Durgin  were  auth- 
orized to  sign  claims.    Federal  reimbursements  are : 

Type  A— Meal  (Complete)  9c 

Type  A— (Without  Milk)   7c 

Type  B — Meal  (Incomplete)  6c 

Type  B—  (Without  Milk)  4c 

Type  C— Milk  Only  2c 

Mrs.  Dorothy  B.  Rusk,  Supervisor,  and  Mrs.  Elsie  L. 
Evans,  cook,  with  women  volunteers,  are  carrying  on  a  very 
successful  noon  lunch  program  at  the  Corner  School.  This 
is  the  second  year's  operation.  About  85  pupils  obtain  a 
complete  meal  which  provides  one-third  to  one-half  of  the 
daily  food  requirements  for  each  pupil.  The  charge  is  $1.00 
per  week  per  child. 

Recently  there  has  been  an  interest  among  parents  at  the 
Iron  Works  for  the  organization  of  a  hot  lunch  program 
for  the  pupils  there.  Now,  however,  it  appears  that  only 
milk  will  be  served  with  one  hot  dish  prepared  in  the  kitchen 
of  the  Town  Hall  by  some  pupils. 

District  Appropriation  for  Milk 

A  district  appropriation  of  $600.00  for  purchase  of  pas- 
teurized milk  has  been  allocated  in  equal  portions  to  each 
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school.  If  an  allotment  of  $300  is  used  to  pay  the  whole 
cost  of  half-pint  hottles  of  milk  for  the  pupils  of  one  school 
at  current  prices,  4.015  servings  would  be  obtained  or  enough 
for  75  pupils  for  61  school  days.  However,  by  accepting  a 
Federal  subsidy  of  2c  per  bottle,  this  same  amount  of  money 
would  secure  6,667  servings,  or  enough  for  75  pupils  over 
88  school  days.  By  having  pupils  pay  2j^c  per  bottle,  the 
District  2c,  and  the  Federal  subsidy  2c,  the  $300  per  school 
may  he  spread  over  a  year. 

I'l   Mil  MRS 

Tlie  shortage  of  teachers  throughout  the  country  has  been 
felt  acutely  in  the  smaller  school  systems.  Teachers  with 
college  training  and  with  several  years  of  good  teaching  ex- 
perience elsewhere  are  unwilling  to  accept  a  contract  to  work 
in  Gilmanton  unless  they  have  community  ties.  When 
changes  occur  the  job  of  finding  mature  person-  for 
tions  is  very  difficult.  Highly-skilled  teachers  are  needed 
to  conduct  a  modern  educational  program,  and  materials  and 
space  are  necessary  too.  We  are  securing  results  at  present 
through  in-service  training. 

The  Corner  School  staff  was  changed  completely  when 
Mrs.  Zelma  D.  Watts  decided  to  teach  in  a  school  district 
to  the  north,  and  Mr.  Theodore  N.  Floros  took  other  em- 
ployment. Miss  Marietta  Nute  suffered  a  physical  upset 
and  was  hospitalized  for  several  weeks  last  spring.  Later, 
she  succumbed. 

The  new  -tall"  lias  Mrs.  Frances  II.  Smith  as  Principal  and 
teacher  of  Intermediate  pupils.  Mrs.  Rosamond  E.  Pil 
Sanbornton  Bay  teaches  the  Advanced  groups,  and  Mrs. 
Lucile  Hawkins  Gilman  is  in  charge  of  the  Primary  young- 
sters. The  pupils  are  responding  well  to  this  corps  "t 
teachers. 

At  tin-  Iron  Works,  there  were  no  changes  in  personnel 
fortunately,  as  the  positions  would  he  hard  to  till  with  cap- 
able persons,  and  the  school  direction  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  past  year. 
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Professional  Training  of  Teachers 

The  teaching  effectiveness  of  staff  members  ran  be  ad 
vanced  through   study.      Teachers   under   contract    for   the 
1948-1949   school   year    were   encouraged    to   enroll    in    a    va 
riety  of  training  programs,  and  as  further  inducement,  some 
of  the  expenses  were  paid  by  the  school  department.     <  )p- 
portnnities  were  provided  in: 

1.  An  extension  course  in  "Mental  Hygiene"  conducted 
by  Dr.  Anna  Philbrook,  State  Psychiatrist,  in  the  Tilton- 
Northfield  High  School  from  February  to  May  1948,  4:00- 
6:00  p.m.  each  Monday. 

2.  Columbia  University's  Intersession  on  "Science  of  the 
Environment"  at  Plymouth  Teachers'  College  between  June 
14  and  July  2,  1948.  Mrs.  Durgin,  Mrs.  Manley,  Mrs. 
Smith,  and  Mrs.  Uhlenherg  attended  for  two  weeks  each. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  study  outline  in  Science  for  all  ele- 
mentary teachers  in  the  supervisory  union. 

3.  Summer  sessions  attendance  at  New  England  colleges 
was  encouraged.  Mrs.  Pike  was  at  Plymouth  Teachers' 
College  for  a  three-week  session. 

4.  On  September  7  and  8,  1948,  a  two-day  in-service 
training  session  on  "Group  Planning"  was  conducted  in  the 
gymnasium  of  the  Tilton-Northfield  High  School,  and  was 
attended  by  all  Gilmanton  teachers. 

5.  The  Southern  Winnipesaukee  Teachers  Association 
holds  bi-monthly  meetings.  The  programs  planned  for  the 
year  1948-1949  by  the  teachers  include: 

September  15,  1948 — Specific  Aids  in  Remedial  Reading, 
Asst.   Prof.  M.  K.   Seavey,  Plymouth  Teachers  College. 

November  3,  1948 — Demonstration  of  the  Tape  Recorder 
and  Its  Use  in  Language  Arts,  Fisk  Visuay  Service. 

January  5,  1949 — Radio  in  Education,  Representative 
from  WKXL. 
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March  2,  1949 — Improvement  in  Reading  by  Tachisto- 
scopic  Projector,  Dr.  Austin  L.  <  )lney,  Audio- Visual  Center, 

U.  X.  H. 

May  4,  1949 — Improvement  in  Health  in  the  School  En- 
vironment, Dr.  Lura  Oak-Bruce,  State  Department  of 
Education. 

6.  During  the  fall  semester  of  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege, an  Extension  Course  in  Language  Art-  was  taught  by 
Asst.  Prof.  Marion  K.  Seavey  each  Monday  afternoon, 
4:00-6:00  p.m.,  Tilton-Northticld  High  School.  Experts 
from  Dartmouth  College  and  Boston  University  lecture  and 
demonstrate  to  supplement  Prof.  Seavey's  lessons.  Mrs. 
Manley,  Mrs.  Smith,  and  Mrs.  Uhlenberg  are  taking  this 
course. 

7.  Boston  University  has  conducted  a  first-semester 
course  on  School  and  Community  Relations  in  Concord  each 
Thursday  afternoon  in  the  fall  of  1948,  taught  by  Dr. 
Worcester  Warren.  Mrs.  Manley  and  Mrs.  Uhlenberg  have 
been  members  of  the  class. 

8.  The  University  of  New  Hamshire's  English  Depart- 
ment furnishes  Mr.  John  Baird  as  instructor  of  a  second- 
semester  course  in  "Speech  for  the  Teacher".  Twenty-two 
sessions  are  to  be  held  from  January  to  May  1949,  Mon- 
days, 4:00-6:00  p.m.  Eleven  sessions  will  be  held  in  the 
Laconia  High  School  and  the  other  eleven  in  the  Tilton- 
Northfield  High  School.     Mrs.  Pike  enrolled. 

9.  Miss  Helen  E.  Martin  of  North  Stratford,  N.  H., 
recognized  as  a  person  of  superior  teaching  qualities,  was 
secured  on  a  part-time  basis  to  work  with  teachers  in  visual 
education,  social  studies,  science,  and  language  arts.  Vocal 
music  instruction  continues  under  Miss  Vogel's  direction. 
In  the  near  future,  boys  and  girls  may  secure  broader  cul- 
tural experiences  and  training  through  the  employment  of 
part-time  teachers  of  instrumental  music,  drawing,  physical 
education,  and  handwriting. 
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Regional  Planning 

Gilmanton  teachers  have  been  active  in  the  Soutl 
Winnipesaukee  Teachers  Association,  embracing  the  per- 
sonnel in  Tilton-Northfield  Supervisory  Union  No.  59.  <  hi 
April  28,  1948,  the  teachers  attended  a  late  afternoon  and 
early  evening  meeting  at  the  Tilton-Northfield  High  School. 
The  theme  of  the  program  was:  "Thinking  Together  on 
Regional  Planning  for  the  Lakes  Region  of  New  Hamp- 
shire". At  this  meeting,  a  series  of  short  talks  were  given 
by  experts  of  the  New  Hampshire  Education  Departmenl 
emphasizing  three  important  changes  or  developments  which 
may  affect  Xew  Hampshire  education  within  the  next  two, 
live  or  ten  years.  The  trend  in  Xew  Hampshire  is  towards 
the  establishment  of  regional  schools  in  which  can  he  pro- 
vided the  educational  offerings  essential  to  the  training  of 
hoys  and  girls  in  this  complex  age,  modern  plants  to  provide 
facilities  for  a  good  health  and  play  program,  opportunities 
for  instruction  through  films,  pictures  and  slides,  and  work- 
experiences  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  to  earn  a  living. 
In  the  regional  units,  buildings  and  grounds  can  be  spacious, 
rooms  large,  and  school  program  expanded. 

At  the  April  28th  meeting,  Dr.  Gertrude  M.  Lewis,  Super- 
visor of  Elementary  Education,  spoke  on  "Elementary 
School  Studies  in  the  Immediate  Future".  Mr.  Russell  H. 
Leavitt,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Instruction,  suggested 
"Practices  in  High  School  Subject  Offerings",  and  Miss 
Grace  E.  Felker,  Director  of  Physical  Education,  explained 
"The  Physical  Education  Program  for  Boys  and  Girls  of 
All  Ages". 

Supper  was  served  in  the  high  school  cafeteria,  followed 
by  one  of  the  scheduled  business  meetings  of  the  Southern 
Winnipesaukee  Teachers  Association. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Walter  M.  May,  State  Director  of 
Vocational  Education,  spoke  on  "Utilizing  the  Facilities  in 
the  Laconia  Area  Vocational  School".  Mr.  John  D.  Lang- 
muir,   Executive   Secretary   of   the    New   Hampshire   Tax- 
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payers  Federation,  explained  "The  Public's  Growing  In- 
terest and  Stake  in  Education".  Mr.  C.  Maurice  Gray,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  in  Bristol,  discussed  "Educational 
Planning  on  a  Regional  Basis". 

In  the  morning  of  April  28th,  superintendents  in  the 
Lakes  Region  met  to  hear  Mr.  Rhoden  B.  Eddy  of  Laconia 
describe  "Highschool  Offerings  to  Serve  the  Area  Com- 
munity". Dr.  William  \V.  Smith  of  Gilford,  University  of 
New  Hampshire  Extension  Horticulturist,  outlined  "Agri- 
cultural Ventures  of  Interest  to  Central  New  Hampshire 
Young  People."  Mr.  William  A.  Mahoney,  Personnel  Di- 
rector of  Scott  and  Williams,  listed  "Job  <  Opportunities  in 
Industry  in  the  Lakes  Region."  Mr.  Reid  '  ».  Lesserer, 
Central  New  Hampshire  Y.M.C.A.  Secretary  spoke  on 
"Summer  Johs  in  Recreational  Enterprises".  Mr.  Edward 
J.  Gallagher,  Lditor,  Laconia  Evening  Citizen  and  member 
of  the  State  Planning  and  Development  Commission,  de- 
scribed "Regional  Development  of  Central  New  Hampshire". 
Finally.  Mr.  Donald  F.  Piper,  then  director  of  Youth  Ser- 
vices, State  Board  of  Education,  told  of  possibilities  in  a 
junior  college  plan  for  youthful  commuters. 

"Science  of  the   Environment"   Course 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Columbia  University  for 
our  teachers  to  attend  a  portion  of  the  Intersession  Field 
Course  in  Science  conducted  on  the  campus  of  the  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  by  professors  from  Columbia  and  visiting 
professors  from  other  colleges  ajid  universities.  This  course 
was  taught  for  four  weeks  in  June  and  early  July  1948. 
Gilmanton  teachers  were  asked  to  enroll  for  two  weeks  so 
that  there  could  be  an  improvement  in  the  teaching  of  science 
among  elementary  pupils.  A.S  an  incentive  to  undertake  this 
course,  expenses  were  paid  in  exchange  for  time,  effort,  and 
travel. 

Mrs.  Durgin,  Mrs.  Manlev,  Mrs.  Smith,  and  Mr-.  Uhlen- 
berg  were  able  to  attend  and  have  contributed  sections  to  the 
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tentative  course  of  study  in  Elementary  Science  which  is 
being  written  by  teachers  in  this  supervisory  union.  An  80- 
page  report  will  be  issued  for  trial  and  constructive  criticism, 
and  revision  in  March  1949. 


/  'isual  Education 

Pictures  form  a  sort  of  universal  language.  Pupils  learn 
much  more  rapidly  through  picture  study  than  through  text- 
book readings.  Greater  emphasis  in  instruction  is  being 
placed  on  the  use  of  visual  aids  to  learning.  One  of  these 
is  motion  pictures.  Films  are  being  shown  with  great  satis- 
faction by  a  Bell  &  Howell  machine  borrowed  occasionally 
from  Tilton-Northfield,  but  there  may  be  some  way  pro- 
vided soon  to  furnish  funds  for  a  machine  in  Gilmanton. 

P.  T.  A. 

The  P.  T.  A.  organization  can  do  much  to  bring  the  schools 
and  the  townspeople  closer  together.  Programs  designed  to 
furnish  information  on  the  needs  of  the  youth  of  Gilmanton 
are  effective  ways  to  harmonize  ideas  and  interests.  Mem- 
bers of  the  P.  T.  A.  at  the  Corner  have  given  many  hours 
of  their  own  time,  some  of  their  resources,  and  a  great  deal 
of  their  energy  towards  uplifting  the  school  life  for  their 
children.  This  is  very  commendable.  It  should  be  the  spirit 
everywhere  in  Gilmanton.  There  is  only  one  Gilmanton ; 
all  the  children  belong  to  parents  who  claim  Gilmanton  as 
place  of  residence.  The  children  can  work  together  without 
friction  or  disunity.  If  left  to  them,  it  would  not  be  long 
before  individual  interests  would  become  joint  interests,  in- 
dividual play  would  become  group  play,  individual  work 
would  become  team  work.  If  adults  can  be  brought  together 
through  the  P.  T.  A.  as  successfully  as  games  and  programs 
can  bring  pupils  together  in  a  common  venture,  Gilmanton 
stands  to  benefit  greatly. 
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tON 

The  parents  and  the  voters  of  Gilmanton  are  faced  with 
some  crucial  school  problems.  We  arc  living  in  an  "atomic 
age".  The  school  program  should  be  geared  to  give  matur- 
ing young  people  some  of  the  benefits  of  modern  education. 
The  Gilmanton  schools  are  maintained  a>  places  for  children 
to  learn  to  live  and  to  work  together.  I  [ere  are  some  of  the 
problems,  and  possible  solution-. 

1.  Enrollments  in  the  lower  grades  by  State  and  National 
statistics  may  increase  50'  <  by  1053.  Where  will  more  young 
children  be  housed  ? 

(  Primary  units  can  be  maintained  in  each  village.  Large 
classrooms,  with  plenty  of  play  space,  could  be  devel- 
oped. The  older  hoys  and  girls  could  be  transported  to 
some  other  district  forming  a  regional  school.  ) 

2.  Private  transportation  creates  a  hardship  on  many 
high  school  pupils  and  their  parents. 

(State  aid  high  school  transportation  to  match  school 
district  appropriations  may  pay  for  school  bus  service  to 
one  high  school  in  the  region.  Laconia  and  Franklin 
offer  vocational  studies,  the  type  of  training  many  of 
our  hoys  and  girls  desire.  There  are  also  work-experi- 
ences in  stores,  industrial  plants,  and  large   farms,  i 

3.  Increased  needs  of  youth  can  be  met  by  improving 
school  offerings.     What  should  be  done  ? 

(Organize  a  health  program  which  really  benefits  every 
hoy  and  girl,  mentally,  physically,  spiritually,  i 
I  I  >evelop  satisfactory  play  areas  around  a  school  build- 
ing.) 

(Offer  drawing,  instrumental  music,  physical  education, 
dramatics,  speech  training,  and  handwork.  ) 
(  Attract  highly-skilled  teachers  who  have  broad  train- 
ing and  great  interest  in  the  progress  of  children  and 
retain  their  services  for  long  periods  of  time,  i 
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(Consider  the  educational  possibilities  in  fairlj  large, 
regional  schools  which  tend  to  serve  the  people  living  in 
a  natural  geographical  or  trading  area.  > 
(Set  up  one  school  plant,  put  into  it  all  the  equipment, 
conveniences,  materials,  and  personnel  necessary  to  do 
a  line  job  educationally.) 

The  questions  asked  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  are 
worthy  of  re-emphasis  in  closing  it: 

1.  What   facilities  do  we  need  to  house  the  prospectiw 

influx  of  pupils? 

2.  What  are  the  elements  of  a  modern  elementary  school 
program  ? 

3.  How  can  we  procure  teachers  to  conduct  a  modern 
school  program  in  this  "atomic  age"? 

In  concluding  this  ninth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  express 
again  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  school  board 
for  their  questions,  suggestions,  support,  and  service ;  to  the 
teachers  for  their  willingness  -to  venture  into  the  study  and 
trial  of  better  teaching  techniques  and  materials,  for  their 
participation  in  teachers'  meetings  and  study  courses,  and  for 
their  industry  and  enthusiasm ;  to  specialized  workers  in 
health,  music,  and  visual  education  for  their  conscientious 
endeavors ;  and  to  all  others  who  in  divers  ways  have  made 
educational  progress  possible  for  large  numbers  of  boys  and 
girls.
